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LABOUR GROUP DECIDES 
TO FREEZE COUNCIL TAX 


THE Labour-con- 
trolled Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
has opted for a 
council tax freeze. 

Rates for the next 12 
months will remain set at 
last year’s levels after the 
BCBC cabinet agreed to 
a zero per cent increase. 

The budget will, of 
course, have to be passed 
by a meeting of the full 
council. 

Describing it as a 
“sensible, sustainable 


budget designed to pro¬ 
tect the most vulnerable 
members of our commu¬ 
nity,” Council Leader 
Mel Nott pointed to a 
number of areas where 
the authority will be 
investing money in serv¬ 
ices aimed at both 
younger and older resi¬ 
dents. These include: 

• £650,000 for servic¬ 
es to help children and 
young people. 

• £520,000 for servic¬ 
es aimed at older resi¬ 
dents and people with 
disabilities. 
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• £200,000 for 

improvements to street 
furniture, traffic signals, 
signs and street lights. 

Coun Nott said: “This 
budget has been deliv¬ 
ered in particularly diffi¬ 
cult circumstances, but 
the fact that we have 
been able to freeze coun¬ 
cil tax while ensuring 
that important front-line 
services remain protect¬ 
ed is especially good 
news for residents. 

“Much of the reason 
why we are in a position 
to freeze the council tax 


for 2012-13 is as a direct 
consequence of our pru¬ 
dent approach to manag¬ 
ing the authority’s 
finances over the last 
four years. 

“Effective budget 
monitoring has played a 
crucial role in this 
process, as have the 
efforts of our staff in 
looking for new ways to 
deliver services and effi¬ 
ciency savings, and I’d 
like to thank them for 
their hard work and com¬ 
mitment.” 

He continued: “There

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have been a number of 
difficult and costly issues 
to contend with, such as

Prisoner’s first 
day of freedom 
ends with a 
^glassing’ attack 


AN INNOCENT man was the 
victim of an unprovoked 
attack in the centre of 
Bridgend, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

A witness described it as the worst 
incident of violence he had seen, said 
prosecutor James Wilson. 

Benjamin Grimstead, 20, of no 
fixed address, admitted wounding 
Jason Blower with intent to do him 
grievous bodily harm. 

He was given a six-year extended 
sentence involving four years custody. 
After his release, he will be on licence 
for four years. 

Judge Niclas Parry said: “There was 
a significant degree of premeditation 
and the use of a weapon.” 

He said Grimstead had an unfound¬ 
ed grudge against Mr Blower. 

“From the moment you saw him, 
you decided to attack him, and you 
thrust a bottle deliberately into his 
face. 

“When he pleaded with you, you 
repeated the action. He escaped into 
nearby premises but you attacked him 
again.” 

Added the judge “Your intention 
was to cause him as much physical 
harm as you could, and members of 
the public were utterly shocked by 
what you did.” 

He described Grimstead as being of 
significant risk of causing the public 
serious harm. 

Mr Wilson said the attack occurred 
in the centre of Bridgend at about 
11.15pm on November 7. 

For no reason, Grimstead began 
shouting and smashed a beer bottle, 
exposing its jagged edge. 

He used it to strike downwards 
towards Mr Blower’s left eye. Mr

Blower shouted: “Get away, get 
away,” and ran into a taxi office pur¬ 
sued by Grimstead, who then punched 
and kicked him to the head. 

After that, said Mr Wilson, the 
defendant calmly walked away. 

A passer-by asked him what hap¬ 
pened and Grimstead replied: “I 
glassed him. He tried to sell smack,” - 
which was entirely wrong, said Mr 
Wilson. 

Mr Blower suffered cuts which 
required 20 stitches. 

Grimstead was said to have convic¬ 
tions for 40 offences, including 
assaulting the police, and causing 
actual bodily harm. 

His counsel Hugh Wallace, said: 
“He wrongly believed this man was 
supplying drugs. I have to accept it 
was a very unpleasant attack. 

“He had come out of prison that day 
and was celebrating. He realises now 
that what he did was appalling.”

The challenge facing NATO 
in an age of cyber warfare 


T he North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organisation 
(NATO) began life 
in 1949 in the after- 
math of World War 
II, when 10 mem¬ 
ber states created 
an alliance of 
mutual assistance 
to counter the risk 
of a land invasion 
by the Soviet Union 
by working togeth¬ 
er and pooling 
resources. 

It was described as a 
collective, defensive 
umbrella, but once the 
Cold War ended, ques¬ 
tions were raised about 
whether NATO was still 
relevant. 

One Secretary 
General countered this 
by saying: “Now that 
the Cold War is over, we 
are faced not with a sin¬ 


gle all-embracing threat 
but with a multitude of 
risks and challenges.” 

When you look at 
what NATO is involved 
in today, its relevance 
remains clear; support 
for peace building oper¬ 
ations in Kosovo (and 
previously elsewhere in 
the Balkans), operations 
in Afghanistan, Libya 
and against piracy in the 
Gulf of Aden. 

It prioritises terror¬ 
ism, cyber security, 
countering the prolifera¬ 
tion of nuclear weapons 
and securing borders. 

NATO now has 28 
members, including 
many eastern European 
states. Of the 28 mem¬ 
bers, 21 are also mem¬ 
bers of the European 
Union. I am one of the 
18 representatives of the 
two Houses of the 
British Parliament on 
the NATO Parliamentary 
Assembly. 

In addition to the 28,

“Donald and Daisy are 
very special kittens in 
every way so we’re look¬ 
ing for someone special 
who will give them the 
love they deserve. 
Although they look a lit¬ 
tle unusual, the extra toes 
do not affect their health 
in any way and we know 
they will make someone 
perfect companion.” 


Although not com¬ 
mon, polydactyl cats can 
be found across the UK. 
It is a genetic condition 
that, in the majority of 
cases, causes no harm to 
the cat whatsoever, 
according to Cats 
Protection. Some poly¬ 
dactyl cats have just one 
extra toe on each paw but 
some can have two or 
even three extra on each 
foot. If a polydactyl cat 
has kittens, there is a 
good chance some of her 
kittens will also have the 
condition. 

“There is a legend 
among sailors that poly¬ 
dactyl cats used to be 
ship’s cats and the extra 
toes helped them climb 
the rigging,” said Nicola 
Jones, deputy manager, 
“It’s a nice story, but 
these cats do not have a 
greater climbing ability. 
It’s neither an advantage 
nor a disadvantage - just 
an unusual quirk of 
nature.”

The NATO PA has a 
number of sub commit¬ 
tees with individual 
focus and responsibili¬ 
ties. 

I am a member of the 
Defence and Security 
Committee; other com¬ 
mittees include the Civil 
Dimensions of Security, 
Economic Dimensions 
of Security, the Political 
Committee, and finally 
the Science and 
Technology Committee. 

As the committee 
titles suggest, the NATO 
PA meets to discuss 
political, security and 
economic matters. We 
are briefed by senior 
government officials, 
advisors and experts; a 
forum for dialogue, 
debate and making rec¬ 
ommendations. 

One of the most valu¬ 
able aspects of the job is 
the opportunity to hear 
how issues and prob¬ 
lems are perceived in 
other countries within 
the alliance. We face so 
many common problems 
and concerns but find a 
myriad of solutions. 

It’s a healthy dose of 
reality to find that not 
everyone thinks as we 
do as a country and to 
see how our decisions 
are perceived elsewhere. 

I have had a busy 
NATO agenda during 
late January and early 
Eebruary. Weekend and 
parliamentary recess 
days have been spent in 
discussions about smart 
defence, piracy and the 
US new defence focus 
on the Pacific. 

Smart defence looks 
at how in a time of 
recession more can be 
achieved with the 
money available. Over 
the past year, 15 mem¬ 
bers of NATO have cut 
their spending on 
defence while 18 mem¬ 
bers spend less than in 
2008. 

Across NATO, cuts 
have been made to 
equipment, training, per¬ 
sonnel, pay and condi¬ 
tions. As less is spent on 
the modernisation of 
equipment a bow wave 
of obsolescence builds 
up. 

The Libya campaign 
showed the heavy 
reliance we have in 
NATO on the US for air- 
to-air refuelling, intelli¬ 
gence, surveillance and 
reconnaissance aircraft 
and drones. 

The Libya campaign 
could not have taken 
place without the US 
involvement and sup¬ 
port. Moving from unco¬ 
ordinated defence 


spending across the 
NATO alliance with 
over capacity in some 
areas and gaps in others 
is a big task. 

A second major task 
is the harmonisation of 
systems and skills so 
that inter operability is 
possible. 

Despite the alliance 
existing for more than 
60 years, a culture of 
isolation in defence 
spending persists. 

With the US planning 
to cut $1 trillion from its 
defence budget over the 
next 10 years and move 
its focus to the Pacific, it 
is time for NATO allies 
to examine a new future. 

Part of the reason for 
this new focus is con¬ 
cern regarding the mili¬ 
tary rise of China, an 
issue which is also of 
vital importance to the 
rest of NATO. China 
(like Russia) has a new 
submarine fleet which 
can stay submerged 
longer and operate qui¬ 
etly. 

A new Chinese fight¬ 
er jet, the J20, could 
pose a risk to military 
bases while their new 
missile can strike a 
moving ship 1,700 miles 
away. 

As cyber warfare 
moves up the defence 
agenda, anxiety has been 
generated by the 
Chinese demonstrating 
the capability to shoot 
down an old weather

Pew NATO meetings 
fail to address the rise of 
piracy in the Horn of 
Africa. This is a com¬ 
plex issue made more 
complicated by the ten¬ 
sions with Iran and its 
threats to mine the 
Straits of Hormuz in 
response to threats of 
increased sanction over 
its nuclear programme. 
Twenty percent of the 
world’s oil and 20,000 
vessels travel through 
this most important 
shipping route a year 
with piracy adding 
increased costs. 

Maritime trade is 
expected to grow by 50 
per cent over the next 
ten years but NATO 
naval power is expected 
to decrease by a further 
30 per cent. Piracy is a 
growing problem across 
the Indian Ocean and off 
West Africa. 

How NATO members 
deal with this growing 
problem impacts on the 
price of goods in our 
shops, stability in trou¬ 
bled regions and the 
growth of extremist 
movements. 

In an increasingly 
global world, NATO 
brings together nations 
to share problems and 
solutions. 

We don’t always 
agree on the ways for¬ 
ward but while we are 
talking together and lis¬ 
tening to each other’s 
ideas progress is made.

MP calls for ‘activities’ 
Act to be preserved 


MADELEINE MOON MP has 
called for the Adventure 
Activities Licensing Act to be 
saved following proposals by 
the Government to replace it 
with a voluntary code of prac¬ 
tice. 

The Act was passed in 1995 follow¬ 
ing the tragic death of four teenagers 
in the Lyme Bay canoeing tragedy in 
March 1993. 

The Coalition Government has pro¬ 
posed repealing the Act and replacing 
it with a voluntary code of practice. 

Mrs Moon said: “This Act respond¬ 
ed to a desperate need to ensure meas¬ 
ures were in place to allow children 


and young people to enjoy adventure 
activities safely. 

“I firmly believe that licensing is 
necessary to protect lives and that the 
removal of this legislation would be a 
retrograde step. 

“A petition has been launched on 
the Downing Street website with the 
aim of getting 100,000 signatures. It is 
hoped that this would get the 
Government to rethink its position and 
would force a debate in the House of 
Commons.”

VILLAGERS in 
Wick are picking 
themselves up after a 
local community 
woodland area was 
damaged by ‘fly 
grazing’ - and they 
have already put 
together plans to 
tackle the aftermath. 

Monks Wood, a com¬ 
munity woodland area 
that is managed by the 
Woodland Trust in con¬ 
junction with the vil¬ 
lagers, was badly dam¬ 
aged when around 60 
horses were dumped 
there over Christmas and 
the New Year. 

Wick resident George 
Jeffrey told The GFM: 
“At a recent meeting, a 
plan was formulated to 
repair the damage to

Monks Wood. 

“The reparation plan 
will begin with repairs to 
the main entrance, using 
chippings and metal 
gates. This work will 
begin shortly and will be 
followed by light rolling 
and rotivating of the 
rides. Grass seed and 
wild flower seeds will 
also be sown. 

“Later in the year, a 
more substantial path 
will be made from the 
road entrance to the 
bench, using ‘grass 
Crete’.” 

The horses, which 
were desperate for food, 
stripped the bark off 
many trees, and there 
was great concern as to 
whether they would sur¬ 
vive. Mr Jeffrey said: 
“The condition of the 
trees will be monitored 
throughout the year, and 
by October it should be 
clear which trees need 
replacing and which are 
developing well. 

“In the autumn, a vil¬ 
lage tree planting occa¬ 
sion is planned, with 
native trees supplied by 
the Woodland Trust, 
who will also supervise 
the planting, and offer 
advice and suggestions. 

“It is also hoped that 
specialist patches can be 
created in the wood - for 
example, a forest garden 
and/or a wild flower gar¬ 
den. 

“These patches will 
not be allotments (which 
tend to have short-term 
aims and objectives), but 
will be an integral part 


of the development of 
Monks Wood for years 
to come. 

“Other developments 
in the wood, such as a 
shelter or protected area 
made from willow or 
other growing hedge, are 
welcome, but funding 
may need to come from 
sources other than the 
Woodland Trust.” 

He added that some 
villagers had planted 
memorial trees in the 
wood, and that these 
could be replaced if nec¬ 
essary. 

Mr Jeffrey reflected: 
“Are there any positives 
from ‘fly grazing’? 

“Well, the wood is 
now nicely manured, 
and the grass around the 
base of the trees has 
been eaten which could 
be good for the trees. 

“The dead grass 
between the trees has 
also been eaten, which 
exposes the soil for any 
seed brought by birds, 
mammals or villagers. 

“We are all part of 
nature and nature has a 
great way of overcoming 
adversity. 

“The wood will be 
here long after we have 
all returned to stardust, 
but before that, I hope 
the wood continues to 
provide pleasure to the 
folk in Wick and sur¬ 
rounding areas.”

PROPOSALS on 
how the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Council’s senior 
management will 
he restructured 
should he finalised 
soon.

‘Valuable member 
of community’ 
had child porn 
on his computer 


POLICE who raided the home 
of a Tondu man found more 
than 8,500 indecent images on 
his computer, Cardiff Crown 
Court has been told. 

Stephen Penny (46) of Llynfi Road 
had admitted that he had been watch¬ 
ing them for 10-11 years. 

He admitted 19 charges of possess¬ 
ing and making indecent images. A 
man with no previous convictions, he 
was sentenced to a community order 
for three years. 

Judge Niclas Parry also imposed a 
Sexual Offences Protection Order, 
ordered him to register as a sex 
offender, and ordered that the images 
be destroyed. 

Prosecutor Julian Greenwood said 
that on August 13 last year, police 
received information that a website 
was being downloaded. 

They executed a search warrant at 
Penny’s home, where he was the sole 
occupant, and arrested him. 

Pointing at his computer, he said: 
“There will be images on there.” 

Police recovered the computer, a 
pair of children’s underpants, and a 
digital camera. Altogether, there were 
8,768 indecent images, including 
movies of extreme pornography. 

Mr Greenwood said Penny was 
thoroughly co-operative with the 
police and said he had been viewing 


and downloading for 10 to 11 years. 

The children involved were mainly 
aged between 10 and 14. 

Said Mr Greenwood: “He also indi¬ 
cated he used the digital camera to 
obtain shots of local children, but he 
was not involved in producing any 
material.” 

His counsel, Jeanette Treharne, 
said: “Many of the images were at the 
lower level of seriousness. He is a 
hard-working man and is clearly moti¬ 
vated to require help. 

“He is well-respected in the area, 
and feels he has let everyone down. 
What he had was an addiction, and he 
now says he won’t have a computer in 
his house.” 

Said the Judge: “You must under¬ 
stand by committing these offences for 
many years, you have been contribut¬ 
ing directly to the sexual abuse of 
young children. What you are viewing 
was directly happening to these young 
children.” 

He said the aggravating features 
were the length of the offences and the 
very high number of images. 

He said he had also been filming 
passers-by, including a child in a 
swimming pool. 

“There are worrying features in this 
case, but clearly you are a very valu¬ 
able member of the community, and 
there was no evidence of you sharing 
or distributing the images.”

Councillor’s Jennings’ 
Building plans get

AN OGMORE Vale 
man used a rolling 
pin as a weapon 
when he attacked 
his wife in their 
home. 

Shortly afterwards, 
Christopher Gully (44) 
picked up a knife and 
threatened to harm 
himself, said prosecu¬ 
tor Mike Hallett at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Gully, of Llewellyn 
Street, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of causing 
actual bodily harm and 
was jailed for 36 weeks, 
the sentence suspended 
for 18 months, and 
made subject to an 18- 
month supervision 
order. 

Judge Niclas Parry 


said: “This was a seri¬ 
ous incident of domes¬ 
tic violence because of 
the use of a weapon. 
What aggravated the 
position was that a 
knife was produced. 

“The use of a knife 
behind closed doors is 
becoming a grave con¬ 
cern, and the conse¬ 
quences could have 
been quite catastroph¬ 
ic.” 

Mr Hallett said that 
on September 12, Gully 
had an argument with 
his wife, Susan, and 
then went to his moth¬ 
er’s address. 

The following morn¬ 
ing, he returned to his 
home and continued 
the argument. 

“It grew quite heat¬ 


ed, and he took a knife 
and a rolling pin from 
a drawer and struck 
her twice on the crown 
of the head with the 
rolling pin. 

“There was a 10- 
minute break in the 
argument, and he 
picked up the knife and 
threatened to cut his 
wrists.” 

The police were 
called, and Mrs Gully 
suffered two lumps to 
the top of her head. 

The police found 
that Gully was drunk 
and he admitted hav¬ 
ing an argument with 
his wife after becoming 
“the worse for wear”. 

He was said to have 
convictions for assault, 
causing actual bodily 
harm, and assaulting 
the police. 

His counsel, Hilary 
Roberts, said: “He had 
a destructive, violent 
upbringing which has 
given him a misplaced 
attitude. 

“The attack was not 
sustained and thank¬ 
fully the injuries were 
relatively minor. In the 
last few years, he has 
been on a downward 
spiral because of drink. 
He regards his mar¬ 
riage as completely 
over, but he is not a 
hopeless case.”

“This means that BCBC will be 
having to cut more deeply into its 
budget than it should.

and adult social care being cut back. 

“The blame lies fairly and squarely 
on the doorstep of Bridgend AM and 
First Minister Carwyn Jones and his 
government in Cardiff.”

Shocks and scares aplenty 
in creepy British horror him 


P RIOR to 
November 
2001, Daniel 
Radcliffe was 
merely a child 
actor who had 
popped up in small 
roles in TV’s David 
Copperfield and 
The Tailor of 
Panama. One rea¬ 
sonably successful 
movie franchise 
later, in the shape 
of Harry Potter, 
and Radcliffe has 
become a bankable 
movie actor having 
also earned his 
spurs on the stage 
in Equus and How 
To Succeed In 
Business Without 
Really Trying. 

The first stage of his 
post-Potter career 
comes in The Woman In 
Black, where Radcliffe 
plays Arthur Kipps, a 
widowed lawyer who is 
tasked with sorting out 
the papers of a deceased 
woman. Travelling to 
the local village, Kipps 
soon discovers there is a 
vengeful ghost who is 
terrorising local chil¬ 
dren, and as he digs 
deeper into her backsto- 


ry uncovers intrigue and 
mystery... 

The first move of 
Daniel Radcliffe having 
put Harry Potter to rest 
was always going to 
draw attention, with 
people eager to see just 
what he was capable of 
outside of Hogwarts and 
spells. The answer, 
based on the evidence 
of The Woman In Black, 
is that Radcliffe has 
much promise, shining 
in what is a spooky and, 
at times, terrifying hor¬ 
ror film that harks back 
to scares and jumps 
rather than blatant blood 
and gore. 

Director James 
Watkins may have only 
made one film, but that 
effort, Eden Lake, was a 
chilling look at ASBO 
youth, and Watkins car¬ 
ries that air of malevo¬ 
lence into this film; the 
subject matter couldn’t 
be further away, but 
tonally the films share 
the same air of suspense 
and danger. 

Watkins’ direction is 
steeped in the classic 
school of horror, deliv¬ 
ering a showcase in 
showing only the merest 
hints and allowing the 
audience’s expectations 
to take over. The result 
is jumps and scares that

is impressive direction 
from Watkins, con¬ 
tributing plenty to the 
overriding feeling of 
spookiness and atmos¬ 
pherics that pervade 
every frame. 

In the lead, Daniel 
Radcliffe is impressive 
as Kipps, and any lack 
of believability in him 
playing father to a 
young boy is superced¬ 
ed by his ability in play¬ 
ing the tortured lawyer 
caught up in a mael¬ 
strom of eerie happen¬ 
ings and spooky inci¬ 
dents. 

It is a performance 
that requires reaction 
rather than action, but 
Radcliffe gives the 
character an edge of 
darkness and realism 
that brings him to life. 

There is a solid sup¬ 
porting cast of British 
talent, Ciaran Hinds and 
Janet McTeer shining 
brightly as a troubled 
husband and wife who 
are trying to process 
their own problems with 
the ghostly woman; the 
former bringing a level 
of gravitas and mystery 
to the character, while 
the latter delivers a 
memorable, if slight 
(thanks to the script) 
turn. Her mental break¬ 
down gives way to 
spooky outbreaks of 
writing that add to the 
ambience. 

Jane Goldman’s 
script does a good job 
of transferring the book 


to the big screen, mak¬ 
ing it more filmic and 
handling the tone well, 
while the altered end¬ 
ing, though not quite 
the dramatic and hard 
hitting one of the origi¬ 
nal story, does at least 
give the film a poignant 
and emotional conclu¬ 
sion. 

As good as the film 
is, there is a feeling of 
it building towards 
something that never 
comes. It ends with a 
whimper rather than the 
bang you would be 
expecting, but it is still 
a superbly-made and 
eerie offering that is a 
step above most horror 
offerings. 

The Woman In Black 
is a scary film for the 
more discerning horror 
fan. 

VERDICT: A nerve 
jangling, jumpy 
scarefest. The Woman In 
Black kickstarts Daniel 
Radcliffe’s post-Potter 
career with oomph. 

A strong central per¬ 
formance from the 
actor, along with skilled 
direction from James 
Watkins, makes the film 
a top quality effort that 
is definitely worth 
catching.

Leadbitter met the environmental 
objectives by, crushing the rock excavated 
from the building’s footprint and reusing it 
in the construction, whilst the majority of 
the materials used in the structural work, 
hard landscaping, roofing and external 
framework were also from recycled local 
sources. 

The building also benefits from solar 
thermal heating and a solar photovoltaic 
power source. An intelligent building 
management system and SMART 
metering also ensures that energy is 
conserved from power lighting and heating 
throughout the school. 

Additionally, rainwater is captured and used 
to supply the WCs in the school with a 
water recycling unit on each floor. 

A green sedum roof on the plant room 
provides for water attenuation. Improved 
insulation values to all the building 
elements resulted in 20% increase to the 
minimum values set out in Approved 
Document L2a of the Building Regulations 
2000. 

Leadbitter completed this project 
incorporating and managing all these 


forms of technology in the construction, 
resulting in Archbishop McGrath High 
School becoming the first school building in 
Wales to achieve a BREEAM Excellent 
reading, for which they should be 
commended.

The scheme incorporated the provision of an external render cladding system, 
and on some dwellings isolated structural repairs. 

The dwellings were also provided with a combination of renewable energies in 
the form of solar photovoltaic panels and/or air source heat pump installations. 
The site is located on an exposed hillside. The works were undertaken whilst 
the properties were still occupied. Access had to be maintained throughout the 
project with the least inconvenience to the residents. 

This presented a challenge for all parties during the construction procedure and 

involved close liaison with 
all parties concerned.

GEM reporters look at the crucial areas 


HAT do Wales 
(and England) 
need to do to 
win on Saturday? 

The gem’s reporters 
offer their five top tips. 

The week off in the Six 
Nations schedule gave GEM 
scribe Don John a chance to 
recharge his batteries so, to 
ensure his sharpness for the 
final three games, he has been 
sent for a week's intensive train¬ 
ing in Poland. 

At this very moment, he is 
locked in a cryotherapy cham¬ 
ber, ensuring that his critical 
faculties are in peak condition 
for the crucial run in. 

This gives GEM reporters 
Philip Irwin (born in Cardiff, 
schooled at Bridgend Boys 
Grammar) and Tim Chapman 
(born in London, schooled at St 
Mary de Crypt Grammar 
School, Gloucester) a chance to 
speculate on ‘the big one’ - 
Wales V England. 

We asked Philip for five 
things that Wales must do to 


ensure a victory at 
Twickenham, while Tim has put 
his mind to finding five things 
that England need to do to 
break Welsh hearts. 

Their opinions were written 
on Monday, and therefore run 
the risk of being made irrele¬ 
vant by any changes in person¬ 
nel made by Messrs Gatland 
and Lancaster. 

Philip Irwin. 

Wales need to: 

1/ Derail Charlie Hodgson’s 
comeback. 

It pains me to say this, 
because I always had a soft spot 
for Charlie. There was a time 
when England had a choice of a 
pragmatic game plan under 
Jonny Wilkinson, and a more 
varied option with Charlie at the 
helm. 

In the end, Jonny’s ability to 
crash tackle rampant second row 
forwards tipped the balance, and 
Charlie was sent back to Sale to 
rebuild his career. 

There is, I think, something 
pretty inspiring about his ability 
to do so, first at Sale and now 
with Saracens, but it is time to 


put sentiment aside and launch 
several of Wales’ big backs in his 
direction. 

The word is that Charlie is 
now a better tackier. It’s time for 
this to be tested. 

2/ Be patient. 

One flaw in the modem game 
is that a side can opt for ‘safety 
first’ mgby and can go through 
the phases without much risk of 
losing possession. 

As long as no one throws a 
risky pass, you can keep posses¬ 
sion for maybe 20 phases with¬ 
out ever gaining any actual 
yardage. 

This was particularly true in 
the first half of the Scottish 
game. Apart from a spell when 
George North was injured, I 
doubt if Scotland made any 
yardage at all when they had the 
ball. 

To be fair, in the two matches 
so far, Wales have not been rat¬ 
tled and have bided their time. 
It’s just that we sometime get 
over-anxious at HQ! 

3/ Keep mnning straight 

What has been really impres¬ 
sive this year has been the way 


the two centres, Jamie Roberts 
and Jonathan Davies, have 
straightened the line whenever 
things were getting cramped. 
The days when the play drifted 
out towards the touchline seem 
to be behind us. 

4/ Don’t believe the hype. 

We are so used to England 
taking the field with a big physi¬ 
cal pack that it is easy to believe 
that this year’s ‘red rose eight’ 
are a soft touch that would be 
overpowered by Cowbridge 
under-14s. 

Hopefully, Shaun Edwards 
and Sam Warburton will hammer 
away during the week to stop 
any complacency building up. 

5/ Back to Charlie Hodgson 
again. Perhaps our backs could 
spend some time sending their 
clearing kicks to touch with a 
slightly higher trajectory? 

PS I'm going to look foolish if 
Stuart Lancaster picks Toby 
Flood!

England need to: 

1/ Stop George. 

George North is fast becom¬ 
ing the pre-eminent mgby star in 


the northern hemisphere - a huge 
physical specimen, he combines 
speed and power with deftness 
of touch. It can take up to three 
men to bring him down. 

England’s problem is that by 
concentrating on George, the 
gaps may open up for Alex 
Cuthbert, Jamie Roberts, 
Jonathan Davies, or my favourite 
Welsh player, will o’ the wisp 
Leigh Halfpenny. 

2/ Get their back three in the 
match 

England have a talented back 
three - Eoden, Ashton and 
Strettle. England’s three-quarters 
have been stop-start in their first 
two matches with the excuse that 
an inexperienced side has been 
playing away and is anxious to 
chalk up vital wins. 

At Twickenham there will be 
no excuse for not launching 
them. If they get decent ball, 
they can cause Wales problems. 

3/ Get quick ball 

One of biggest irritations for 
any mgby supporter is when 
their scmm half fails to get the 
ball out swiftly to his outside 
half. 


Lee Dickson came on as a 
substitute for Ben Youngs 
against Italy, and the tempo of 
English attacks improved signif¬ 
icantly. 

Dickson seems likely to start. 

4/ Get an edge in the scmm. 

A scmm that’s going forward 
gets a psychological advantage. 
To illustrate the importance of 
even a first scmm, cast your 
mind back to England playing 
for the Grand Slam last year 
against Ireland at Landsdowne 
Road. 

The Irish shunted England 
back from that first ‘hit’ and set 
their stall out: ‘This is going to 
be a long, hard afternoon for 
you.’ They went on to a compre¬ 
hensive victory. 

5/ Hold their nerve 

So many matches hang on a 
last minute drop goal and this is 
the sort of match that could 
deliver that sort of climax. 

Even if Toby Elood doesn’t 
start, I think he will come on so 
it could end up in a test of his 
nerve - on the other hand it 
could be a ‘do or die’ effort from 
Wales’ Rhys Priestland!

Athletic run Neath close 
in a tight Cup encounter

BRIDGEND 
Athletic gave 
Premiership side 
Neath the fright of 
their lives before 
going down 20-14 
in this third round 
Swalec Cup tie. 

The Athletic led until 
the 67th minute with 
two converted tries. 
Neath failed to cross the 
Athletic try line - but 
were awarded two 
penalty tries, both from 
five-metre scrununages. 

Neath supporters 
conceded that the 
Athletic deserved to win 
the game, outplaying the 
All Blacks, with a man 
of the match perform¬ 
ance from the best play¬ 
er on the day, young 
Athletic full back 
Johnny Phillips. 

If a scoring pass

The Athletic took the 
game to their illustrious 
opponents from the 
start.
